Sir: 


Complying with your request, contained in letter of the 16th inst. I furnish herewith a list 
of the bonded officers and clerks of your Mint, with date and amount of bond in each case, 
together with names of sureties. 


I would say in this connection that there will be no objection to requiring personal bonds, 
in reasonable amounts, from persons occupying positions of trust and confidence in any of the 
departments of the Mint. These bonds do not necessarily require the approval of the Department 
and can be kept in your own records. 


You will observe that the records of this Bureau do not show that your chief clerk has 
executed a bond, if he has not it would be well to require him to do so in the sum of $10,000. 
Neither does the Assistant Assayer appear to have filed a bond. It would be well also to have the 
Warrant Clerk, Register of Deposits, Cashier’s Clerk and Assistant Weigh Clerk to give bonds in 
the sum of, say $5,000.
